Whole number of children between the ages of five and fifteen 
years, as enumerated by the Selectmen, Aprii 1, 1894, 91 ; boys 55, 
girls 36. 

Whole number of scholars five years of age and upwards who 
have attended school in town during the year, rog. 

One of the most difficult duties which the Board of Education 
has to perform is the securing of competent teachers, for the 
reason that in some of our larger towns they can secure better wages 
than we can pay for our small schools. Our teachers for the past 
year, however, have been devoted to their work, and in nearly every 
instance have met with very satisfactory results. 

We notice by the long lists of visitors recorded in the registers, 
that the parents seem to have manifested a deeper interest in the 
schools. We are gratified to notice any increase of interest and 
sincerely hope it will continue to increase rather than diminish.
